The action of 
the govorunient has coiiftrnicd the settlers 
irt tlioi'f (Slaims and secured to them their 
homos and will force speculators to attend 
the government auction and bid for laiul 
wliieh they had hoped U) obtain for next 
to nothing that they might lock it tip 
from settlement for an indefinite period. 
The course of tlie government is wise and 
iuslj.^, li is. more — it is atcictly. legal. 
TKey stand between the speculator and 
the sottler for the iirotectioii of the latter; 
and fuitliuriiiore, they insure a larger 
pecL'iiiary result from the sale of the land 
than would have .been.itha case had they 
suffered it td be-'gubbled' 'up' by a few 
men.

To both thpso vessels the Humes commu- 
nicated, and the qrgws jumped overboard 
for safety,'' ''-Wiioii- the nromen reached 
tho dock the supports of tho roof gave 
way, burying a dozen liroiiioii ;ind dock 
hands beneath the ruins.- A -rescuing 
party Was quickly formedj ■nud~tho men 
wero dragged out from tho blaning raft- 
ers. 'NoliQ ware detid, but all were more 
or less burned and bruised. Just M<cn a 
panic occurred in tho crowd, . i ' 1 the 
chief of tho battalion gave flrUera to clear 
the dock, as tho 8hi[) Lawrence Delap, 
whicli.waa now on lire above and below, 
contaiiiod 4,500 pounds of saltpclro. A 
rush was made by tho crowd to tho fur- 
ther end of tho dock, and while this was 
going on a hoisting derrick, the supports 
of which ■ hiid boon 'buriiocl,^ fell ovor.on 
tho wharf witb a crash, knocking fwo 
dock men overboard. Custom house in- 
spector Harrader, in Uttoiupting to es- 
cape from_^he^ahijJ Adapa,!.-i\va8 severely 
burned abouf the. .face and.huiide.-. .-The 
ships Fcrsovoralico iiiid Adiims had by 
this time been towed far out in .tho 
stream, and the tugs poured stream's of 
water into their hidds. Three men ^^•ore 
seen to throw a trunk of Cap!. (Jrove, of 
tho ship Lawrence Delap, pverboard, eon- 
taining'£2,00O:^atid2£4^0W VoftTi^ of jo w- 
olry belonging to his wife. It was picked 
up by river thieves, who rifled it The 
wife and child of Cu()t.Giove v.oro saved. 
Twelve firumoii wore injured by tho fall- 
ing in of the burning roof of the pier, but 
only ono is thought to be fatally hurt. 
Tho ship Delap was burned to tho water's 
edge. She' was valiiodj with cargo, at 
§150,000. Tho ship Adams was-burned 
at the pior; the bark Per.soveranco Hoated 
into the stream, and was burned to tho 
water's edge. The total loss is now esti- 
mated at §1,000,000.

j I,ast November the Ih-nunnil .1/0/ 
Vluonlck- obaorvor made u series of three 
photogriiphs oi tho sun during the period 
when un onornioiia solar alorm waa CitUB- 
iiig a slo|)pago of telegra|)hic commuui- 
c,\tion over tho Biitiro globe. The flrBt 
iiegutive, giving an iiiinge of the sun three 
ttiiil uno-half inches in ilianietor, was 
titkv?u when the gre.;it sun spot had jo.sl 
heconio visible by sohir rotation. The 
black vortei and seetliing billows uf in- 
tense white light were then groally fore- 
aliortoned and were not t urnud directly 
cowards the earth. The sun was quite 
low in the south, and the rays came to the 
soimitivo [ihotographic [dtite in a slanting 
dirt'ctiuu througli our atinoBphnre.

This negative waa blackened 
over the entire disk of the sun, giving 
other exhibition of the highest energy in 
the chemical action of the solar rays.

Negativea taken aftor 
th" great sun sp it had disap|)eareil showed 
no audi action, idthuugli thu [thutograijliic

the tiaie of the first expoaurea nionlioiied 
romaineil over until this summer^ Two 
negativea were made on the iiOth of June 
when the great solar disturbance oLfeoont 
ilato waa at its height. Tho central por- 
tions of the sun's disk wore sprinkled with 
sjiots, and on the east tho groat s[>ol 
which could beaoeiixvith the naked eye 
spread itself out. Tho negative sliowud 
the most onergotic chemical action in the 
rays proceedi-iig from the vicinity of the 
8i>lar diaturbimco. These logions made 
their mark ou the plate, roiidoriiig the 
negative about them much darker than or.

WHS not such an entiro blackening of the
